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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment filed 8/6/04 fails to comply with rule 1.121 in that the status identifiers for claims 8 and 9 are 
incorrect. Regarding claim 8 (9), the applicant does not present any convincing arguments that would overcome the rejection in addition 
to the remarks presented by the examiner in the Final Office Action. Regarding claim 30, the applicant cannot import limitations from th 
specification into the claims. The section the applicant points to in the specification sets forth an example of what a normal activity can 
be, but this section of the specification does not set forth a definition of normal activities that would set them apart from the activities 
discussed in the Final Office Action. Regarding claim 38, the applicant does not present any convincing arguments that would overcom 
the rejection in addition to the remarks presented by the examiner in the Final Office Action. Freedman suggests that selecting the 
templates that best represent the unique biometric identification of the individual reduces the computation and thus the time required to 
register a print (Col 5, lines 45-66) and since Borza discloses a portable device, as such he would be concerned with reducing 
computation in order to decrease power consumption and size. The applicant fails to address the combination rejection set forth in the
